A VICTIM OF “EASY MONEY” 


Dr. Frederick A. Cook, “discoverer” 


of the north pole, mountain climber | 


and crooked oi] magnate, goes to jail 
for 14 years. 

It is the old story of a 
spirit and the lure of easy money. 
Dr. Cook is one of the world’s great- 
est adventurers. He has ability in 
abundance. To “fake” his north pole 
story and scientific evidence, required 
more brains and energy than would 
have been required to actually dis- 
cover the pole itself, 

His present get-rich-quick scheme 
was formulated with such care and 
skill as to indicate the presence of 
ample ability for legitimate money- 
making had Cook chosen to use his 
talents legitimately. 

There are thousands like him— 
able men who for some queer reason 
prefer to use their brains for crooked 
purposes even though they have suf- 
ficient intelligence to make fortunes 
and fame for themselves honestly. 

The reclamation of all this wasted 
intelligence and valuable ability that 
drains off into crooked channels is 
one of the greatest educational 
problems in the world. When educa- 
tion learns how to teach all men to 
use their brains for honest and useful 
purposes, the world will have at its 
disposal a new force of intellectual 
power which, is so inclined, could 
solve most of humanity’s problems 
over night. 


MODERATION LEAGUE WOULD 
LICENSE ONLY THE HOTEL 
AND CLUBS 


Edmonton, Nov. 23.—Several 
members of the Alberta cabinet in- 
cluding Premier Greenfield are ap- 
parently in favor of having the new 
liquor legislation provide for some 
measure of local option in respect to 
the location of government vendor's 
stores. This was revealed in ques- 
tions asked the Moderation League 
deputation of twenty members, which 
Friday forenoon presented their plans 
of liquor control to the government. 

While the Moderation Leaguers 
had no suggestions on this particular 
question, it was evident that the lea- 
gue will not offer serious objection to 
a local option clause in the act pro- 
viding it does not restrict the right 
of persons in such “dry” districts to 
secure liquor from government stores 
in other localities. It was declared 
by some speakers from the delega- 
tion, however, in particular by A. H. 
Goodall of Calgary, that “wet” dis- 
tricts were not extended any local op- 
tion privileges under the present pro- 
hibition act. 

“We don’t want to cram_ things 
down people’s throats,” said Dr. 
Conybeare of Lethbridge, spokesman 
for the delegation, “for we suffered 
that long enough in this province, and 
were forced to turn the tables as we 
have.” 

Although the Moderationists in 
their formal outline of suggestions 
to the cabinet declared against the 
enactment of licenses to others than 
hotels and clubs, it was evident that 
the deputation was not in accord on 
the matter. The Calgary section, in 
particular, seemed to have the decid- 
ed opinion that properly conducted 
restaurants in cities should be li- 
censed. 

The deputation pressed emphatical- 
ly for cheap beer and readily avail- 
able beer. Hon. Alex. Ross asked 
how they could expect to have beer 
accessable to the average man if pub- 
lic sale for public consumption 
was restricted to hotels and clubs. 
Dr. Conybeare contended that it was 
unsafe to allow restaurants and 
cafes of an unsatisfactory character 
in many small towns to handle beer. 
They would have to take a chance on 
the hotels which should be encour- 
aged to provide a higher standard of 
service than generally afforded. 

Apparently a section of the cabi- 
net is in favor of allowing restaur- 
ants in cities to sell beer under cer- 
tain regulations and beyond doubt a 
strong element in the Moderation 
League wants licenses extended be- 
yond hotels and clubs. 

Attorney-General Brownlee said 
Alberta brewers’ suggested allowing 
the sale of 4 1-2 per cent. beer in 
public places and giving brewers the 
right to distribute ale, stout and such 
drinks to the homes. Dr. Conybeare 
said the Moderation convention had 
not made any recommendations in 
this respect but he thought that the 
ordinary lager beer only should be 
distributed by the brewers, the re- 
mainder of liquor to be procured from 
government vendors, However, Sen- 
ator Griesbach of Edmonton, and A. 
H. Goodall said they thought the lea- 
gue would view favorably the distri- 
bution of such liquors by the brew- 
eries providing it was manufactured

| By inference several speakers indi-

ing appointed to the board. 

“It was all right to have a prohibi- 
tion man to administer a_ prohibition 
act but we want to have Moderation- 
ists dominate the board which we ex- 
pect to give our most hearty sup- 
port,” was the general summing up. 
|“We represent the consumers, not 
the people who are going to make 
money out of the new law,” as Sena- 
tor Griesbach expressed it. “We 
must guard against having men on 
the commission who are hostile to 
the spirit of the new act.” 

The delegation was strongly in fa- 
vor of eliminating middlemen in the 
distribution of beer. With this in 
mind they recommended thaving de- 
liveries by the brewers to the homes. 
When it was pointed out by Premier 
Greenfield that present excise duties 
make “cheap liquor” impossible, Sen- 
ator Griesbach said the matter 
would be brought up at the next ses- 
sion of the Ottawa house and he urg- 
ed that the Alberta government 
amongst others appeal for a reduc- 
tion in these excessive duties, which 
were passed at the crest of the pro- 
hibition wave in 1921, and which are 
stimulating rather than decreasing 
the evil effects of moonshining and 
bootlegging. 

H. H. Parlee, K.C., who has been 
commissioned by the government to 
draft the new liquor bill, was pres- 
ent at the hearing and was some- 
what baffled when Dr. Conybeare pre- 
sented one suggestion in the modera- 
tion schedule which asks that the 
right of appeal be restored to the 
original status, with the preference 
to the accused rather than to the 
crown in these appeal rights and 
those of certiorari proceedings. “We 
mean just that,” declared Dr. Cony- 
beare. “I have been forced to wit- 
ness in courts during the last few 
years under our liquor law rights of 
appeal denied to accused persons 
when the crown enjoyed these rights. 
It is not according to British princi- 
ples of law.” 

Speakers for the delegation were 
W. W. Howe, Edmonton; Dr. Cony- 
beare, Lethbridge; Senator Griesbach 
Edmonton; A. H. Goodall, Calgary; 
J. N. Ritchie, Lethbridge; W. Cous- 
ins, Medicine Hat; J. Aaron, Calgary, 
and H. Baker, Medicine Hat, pres- 
ident of the G.W.V.A. in Alberta, The 
latter urged that the government 
give the G.W.V.A. clubs the right to 
sell beer. Other members of the 
deputation were: Wm. Short, K.C., 
Edmonton; Jos. Clarke, Edmonton; 
T. Longworth, John Marsh, A. B. 
Hogg, and J. S. Kirkham, Lethbridge; 
nm. A. Darker, Alex. Walker and J. 
S. Gilfoy, Calgary. 

With the exception of Hon, George 
Hoadley and Mrs. Irene Parlby the 
entire cabinet listened to the Modera- 
tionists. Premier Greenfield at first 
demurred against the press being ad- 
mitted to the conference but after 
consulting with Mr. Brownlee he con- 
sented. 

The full list of recommendations 
adopted at the gathering of Modera- 
tionists in Calgary Thursday were 
submitted to the government, the 
deputation asking that they be given 
the privilege of looking over the draft 
of the proposed liquor bill before it 
is finally submitted to the  legisla- 
ture. in order that they may make 
further suggestions if thought advis- 
able. 


REACH FULL ACCORD IN

GERMANY 


Paris, Nov. 21.—The allied council 
the text of the note to be sent to 
Germany, reached a full accord at 
their meeting this afternoon.

| Paris. Nov, 22.—The allies through 
their representatives in the ambas- 
sadors’ council last night agreed to 
notify Germany that the inter-allied 
military control mission will resume 
its functions in the reich and that 
the Berlin govérnment is bound to 
afford it facilities and protection, 

They also decided upon a_ second 
communication, in which they note 
the former crown prince’s letter re- 
nouncing the throne of Prussia and 
voice expectations that the German 
government will see to it that Fred- 
erick William faithfully keeps the 
promise made therein, 

London, Nov. 22.—The agreement 
by which France and Great Britain 
once more present a common front to 
Germany is heartily welcomed here 
and not the least by the politicians, 
who are glad to be free, even if the 
relief should prove to be only tempor- 
ary, from menacing trouble while the 
domestic electoral fight is in pro- 
gress, 

Some quarters credit Premier Poin- 
care with having taken a more com- 
placent attitude because of a desire 
not to embarrass Premier Baldwin 
during the election campaign. 

The text of the notes to Germany 
was not available here until a late 
hour last night and the only press 
comment this morning is furnished by 
the Daily News, which is hostile to 
both the British government and the 


td Crewe, 
at Paris, for handling the delicate sit- 
uation which during the past week 
has threatened the existence of _ the 
entente, were forwarded to Paris 
early today. Foreign office officials 
expressed the hope that definite a 
permanent results for the entente 
self and for the entente’s relations 
with Germany would be achieved by 
the meeting of the council of am- 
bassadors in Paris this afternoon. 

The French willingness to meet 
the British half way on the terms of 
the allied note to be sent to Germany 
is said here to have been the salva- 
tion of the situation, Premier Poin- 
care having given way on the three 
chief points involved during the nego- 
tiations between Paris and London 
which ended last night. 

Paris, Nov. 21.—One little word 

—the word “consult”—is what has 
been delaying final action by the al- 
lied council of ambassadors on the 
note to Germany since Monday, it 
appears from today’s development. 
The decision reached by the ambas- 
sadors on that day was that the note 
to Germany would set forth the allied 
demand that the military clauses of 
the peace treaty be complied with 
and that if Germany failed to satisfy 
that demand the allies “would con- 
sult” as to what action the situation 
called for. 
Objections to that word were rais- 
ed in the French cabinet meeting 
Monday afternoon. It was declared 
that the necessity thus imposed upon 
France to consult their allies every 
time action was required was just 
what Germany was relying upon; 
that no advance would be made if 
after making the concession to the 
British government on the elimina- 
tion of any reference to penalties the 
hands of the rench government 
should still be A 

After consultation between 
Cambon and Lord Crewe on that 
point the British ambassador  sug- 
gested another word to his govern- 
ment which he thought might satisfy 
London and at the same time would 
remove the objections of the French 
cabinet. It is understood the British 
accepted the modification which 
amounts to acceptance of the French 
reservation of the right to act 
separately if Germany’s attitude 
should make action necessary.

Brewers Want Quebec Plan

when a delegation of brewers inter- 
viewed the government and submit- 
ted arguments in favor of the Quebec 
system of handling beer as compared 
with the B. C, plan of control. 


Hotelmen Present Case 


Immediately after the brewers’ 
deputation had given their side of the 
case the government called on H. 
W. Lunney, K.C., of Calgary, for a 
presentation of the Alberta Hotel- 
men’s association viewpoint. On be- 
half of the hotelmen Mr. Lunney urg- 
ed the government to confine the li- 
censing of premises for the sale and 
consumption of beer to hotels. 

The extension of licenses to res- 
taurants, cafes and clubs as proposed 
in some quarters, was strongly oppos- 
ed by Mr. Lunney who declared the 
electors did not endorse such a sys- 
tem in clause “D”, Mr, Lunney was 
legal representative for the Hotel- 
men’s association which last session 
submitted to the legislature the peti- 
tion of 50,000 names asking for a ref- 
erendum on the question of allowing 
the sale of beer in hotels. It was 
on this petition that the government 
finally took action in submitting the 
preferential ballot recently voted} 
upon, 

A. E. Cross of Calgary,'spokesman 
for the brewers’ deputation said his 
association was strongly in favor of 
the Quebec system of government 
sale of beer and light wines in res- 
taurants, clubs, taverns and such 
places. As for hard liquors, they rec- 
ommended government sale by per- 
mit, Above all things they were op- 
posed to the B, C, system which they 
claim encourages the consumption of 
hard liquor.

GOVERNMENT STATES NO. | 
DECEMBER SESSION | 
Edmonton, Nov. 23.—As was | 
forecasted in the press one week ago, | 
the provincial government will not | 
call a session of the legislature to- | 
gether for the consideration of a new} 
liquor act until early in the New|! 
Year. | 
Premier Greenfield Friday morn-| 
ing issued an official statement | 
to this effect, a statement which | 
he has been promising for some days. | 
This pronouncement states that | 
the cabinet has fully considered the 
advisability of having a session of} 
the house to go into the question of 
government control and the neces- 
sary legislation, but.in view of the 
importance of the matter it is felt 
that more time must be given for con- 
sideration than would be available if 
the session assembled next month. 
As was also forecasted, the govern- 
ment is anxious to give a report on 
the natural resources before the 
legislature is convened. The state- 
ment of Premier Greenfield leads to 
the assumption .that the administra- 
tion hopes to have something definite 
to offer in this respect if the session 
is delayed until] late in January or 
the first of February. ] 
It is thought from the tenor of the 
following official statement that the 
legislature will probably not be called 
together until the first of February 
or later. With the introduction of 
government control now delayed until 
some time in 1924, it is doubtful if the 
government will desire to rush into a 
session early in January. 


Government Statement 

The statement issued by the prem- 
ier Friday morning was as follows: 

“The result of the referendum 
necessitates the consideration of an 
entirely different system of the ad- 
ministration of the sale of liquor. No 
more important matter has come be- 
fore the legislature since 1915, in- 
volving, as it does, a subject which 
profoundly affects the whole social 
structure of the province, and _ is 
everywhere admitted to be the most 
difficult question with which the 
government has to deal. |

“The government is sincerely anx- 
ious to profit by the experience of 
other provinces that have already 
adopted similar measures, to fairly 
and honestly meet the wishes of the 
people as expressed in the recent vote 
and, for that purpose, to obtain the | 
views of interested organizations as 
well as representative men of all 
shades of public opinion on the many 
difficult points involved in any such 
legislation.
